She tells a startling story of abduc- 


tion in an automobile llby two mjsn, 
but says no harm was done ner dur- 
ing the entire tame. 'She tells of 
other women who are being 1ield in 
practical captivity, and the authori- 
ties are now making an active search 
to apprehend her abductors. 


According to the story she relates 


to the police, .'Mrs. Rondou was pick- 
ed up on the nCght'of September 2 
by two men in an automobile, who 
had bundled hier into their aTirtJoino- 
bile before 'she had time tp realize 
what had happened. She -was .bound 
and gagged and in the dark of the

SPREAD OF NIGHT RIDING. 


Practice Started In Tctacco Districts 


Extending to th« Cotton Belt. 


Night riding In the cot toil districts 


Is a' comparatively recent movement, 
unquestionably a direct outcome of the 
night riding hi the tobacco llelds of 
Kentucky and southern ludlnua. which 
has now been going on for several 
years with tho effect of completely 
tying up such tobacco as is new 
raided In the states mentioned. 


The practice began with a desire on 


the part of certain tobacco growers to 
bring the so called tobacco trust to 
terms. Tobacco was pooled, and those 
who did not pool their crops and hold 
them uutil the members of the pool 
decided a sufllcleut price had been of- 
fered were not only threatened with 
having their borns burned, but In 
many cases bodily harm was threaten- 
ed as well, says the New York Times. 
In numerous instances, especially !n 
the southwestern or dark tobacco dis- 
trict of Kentucky the threats were 
carried Into execution; barn burning 
became an almost nightly occurrence, 
men were whipped and in several in- 
stances murder was committed. 


To an extent the night riding in the 


tobacco country was successful, for 
the price of tobacco was raised. 
The 


crops, however, were very greatly di- 
minished. Nevertheless a few months 
ago the practice began spreading be- 
yond the tobacco territory Into the cot- 
ton country. The spread was gradual, 
but night riding began to be heard of 
In several sections of the cotton belt 
Texas, Tennessee and Oklahoma pro- 
duced instances, and gradually the 
wfiole Mississippi valley was affected 
to greater or less extent. 


In Kentucky the Xlght Riders, while 


regarded with awe by those not di- 
rectly interested, have been regarded 
by a majority of the people as a 
means toward a good end and have 
been tolerated. 
From advices from 


the cotton belt it would appear that 
very mudi the same feeling exists 
there and that night riding, gin burn- 
ing and violence of other descriptions 
may in a short time become as com- 
mon in the cotton country as it was a 
short time since in the tobacco belt
